The  object  of  this  Record  is  to  give  a  list,  as  far  as 
possible,  of  all  the  descendants  of  Benjamin  Quinby,  who 
was  born  in  Amesbury,  Mass.,  in  February,  1768,  and 
removed  with  his  parents  to  Hopkinton,  N.  H.,  in  1774. 
He  subsequently  resided  in  Deering,  and  all  his  children, 
except  the  youngest,  were  born  there.  He  removed  to 
Unity  in  the  autumn  of  1S13,  where  he  died  in  1834. 
David  W.  Hoyt,  who  had  access  to  the  early  records  of 
Amesbury,  gives  the  date  of  his  birth  as  Feb.  4,  but  all 
the  records  in  the  possession  of  the  family  give  it  as  Feb. 
24. 

This  record  also  includes  that  of  his  ancestry  from 
Robert  of  Amesbury,  who  was  the  original  immigrant. 

The  compiler  gratefully  acknowledges  his  indebted- 
ness to  the  friends  who  have  kindly  furnished  needed  in- 
formation :  also  to  Thomas  W.  Quinby  of  Haverhill,  Mass.; 
to  David  W.  Hoyt's  "First  Families  of  Amesbury  and 
Salisbury,  Mass.;  "  to  E.  A.  Brown,  librarian  of  Amesbury 
public  library;  and  to  Henry  Cole  Quinby,  Esq.,  of  New 
York  City,  who  is  endeavoring  to  compile  a  complete  re- 
cord of  all  those  bearing  the  name  Quinby-Quimby  in 
America. 

Benjamin  always  wrote  his  name  "Quinby,"  but  it 
was  usually  pronounced  "Quimby"  and  all  his  descen- 
dants adopted  the  new  spelling. 
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Robert'  Quinby  of  Amesbury  (Salisbury),  Mass.,  the 
ancestor  of  the  most  of  those  of  the  Quinby-Quimby  name 
in  New  England  and  in  Michigan  and  other  mid-western 
states,  is  said  by  various  writers  to  have  come  from  Nor- 
folk, England;  and  is  believed  to  be  of  Norman  descent 
from  ancestors  who  came  to  England  about  the  time  of 
William  the  Conqueror.  There  is  extant  much  of  data 
and  record  in  England,  centuries  back,  of  Quinbys,  the 
given  names  being  those  characteristic  of  the  American 
family  ;  and  there  are  at  least  three  properly  established 
coats  of  arms.  There  was  a  John  Quinby,  who  landed 
in  America  about  the  time  Robert  came  to  Massachusetts, 
and  from  him  are  sprung  the  Westchester  Co.  (N.  Y.), 
New  Jersey,  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania  families. 

Robert  Quinby  was  a  ship  carpenter.  He  was  mar- 
ried to  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Osgood,  in  1657, 
according  to  Hoyt ;  but  records  in  the  possession  of 
Thomas  W.  Quinby,  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  give  it  "Janu- 
ary or  June,  1653."  It  seems  probable,  judging  from  the 
date  of  the  birth  of  the  children,  that  1657  is  correct :  yet 
on  the  other  hand  it  would  be  easy  for  a  copyist  to  mis- 
take an  old-fashioned  "3,"  blurred  by  age,  for  a  "7." 

[It  is  proper  here  to  note  that  the  change  from  "Old  Style" 
to  "New  Style"  was  not  legally  adopted  till  1752.  The  Old  Style 
year  began  on  March  25.  This  accouuts  for  the  double  dating 
frequently  found  for  January,  February  and  March,  in   histories 
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and  genealogies.  The  practice  of  designating  months  by  number 
instead  of  by  name  has  caused  much  confusion  in  genealogies 
because  of  the  ignorance  of  copyists.  For  instance  ;  the  ninth 
month,  old  style,  would  be  November,  but  it  is  very  natural  for 
one  to  copy  it  as  September.] 

On  the  19th  of  March,  1654-5,  eighteen  residents  of 
Salisbury  united  to  form  the  town  of  New  Salisbury. 
Robert  was  not  one  of  the  original  eighteen.  He  is  first 
mentioned  in  the  county  records  when  he  and  his  father-in- 
law  bought  a  house  and  ten  acres  of  land  of  Rodger  East- 
man, Feb.  28,  1658.  This  was  for  a  home  for  Robert. 
At  a  town  meeting  held  Dec.   10,   1660,  William  Osgood,  ;■:  j 

Robert  Quinby  and  several  others  were  by  vote  received  as  v  1 

"townsmen,"   with  the  rights  of  the  commoners.  r 

Robert  received  land    by  allotment  in  1659;   in  Feb-  7 

ruary,  1667-8  ;  also  in  1666.     He  was  one  of  the  thirty-six  '■.' 

"Freemen"     at    the    incorporation    of    the  town    of  New  ;'  ; 

Salisbury,  afterwards  Amesbury.  /  1 

There    is  a  section    of   Amesbury    locally    known    as  ."  I 

"Lion's    Mouth,"    situated    about    a    mile    from    Market  ;    I 

Square,    on  the    road  to    Newton,    N.    H.     In    the    early  "  \ 

settlement  of  the  town  an  Indian  trail  crossed  this  locality,  t 

and  it  was  considered  as  dangerous  a  place  to  venture 
into,  on   account   of  the  presence  of  the    red    men,    as    it  h 

■would  be  to  enter  a  lion's  mouth.     The  name  thus  became  j 

permanently  attached  to  the  section.  In  the  division  of 
lands  by  the  settlers  of  the  new  town,  which  was  formed 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Powow  river,  certain  tracts  of  land 
in  different  parts  of  the  town  were  laid  out  in  parcels  of 
ten,  fifteen,  or  twenty  acres,  according  to  quality,  and 
\\r;  drawn  by  lot. 

!?':•;  Robert    Quinby    drew   a   lot   in   the    "Lion's   Mouth" 

ig  division.     A  portion  of  this  land  remained  in  the  family  by 
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direct  descent  until  1869,  when  Thomas  W.  Quinby  sold 
it  and  removed  to  Haverhill,  Mass.  At  a  general  meeting 
in  1667,  to  arrange  the  seating  in  the  new  church,  Robert 
Quinby  was  "to  set  in  the  3  seate  in  the  norwest  side  in 
the  metten  house." 

The  new  settlement  suffered  much  from  Indian 
attacks.  At  the  time  of  the  Amesbury  massacre,  July  7, 
1677,  Mrs.  Quinby  was  knocked  down  and  wounded  and 
left  for  dead  by  one  Syraond,  who  had  posed  as  a  friend  of 
the  whites,  but  who  was  the  treacherous  leader  in  several 
murderous  raids.  Mr.  Quinby  was  probably  killed  in  the 
attack  made  on  July  5. 

The  inventory  of  his  estate  was  made  Aug.  27,  1677. 
The  following  copy  from  Norfolk  County  records  was 
made  under  the  direction  of  Henry  C.  Quinby,  Esq.:

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This  land  was  re-conveyed  by  James  Brigham  to  Benj. 
Quinby  Jan.  8,  1817,  and  was  on  the  same  date  conveyed 
by  Benj.  Quinby  to  James  Cunningham  of  Hillsborough. 

He  died  in  Unity  March,  17,  1834,  at  the  house  of  his 
son,  Benjamin*.

Isaac',  son  of  Jonathan",  m.  Lucy  Sargent,  daughter 
of  Deacon  Stephen  and  Judith  Sargent  of  Amesbury.  Her 
granddaughter,  Jane  H.  Quimby  of  Quaker  City  (Unity), 
N.  H.,  says  that  his  children  were  born  in  Deering. 

Jan.  28,  1773,  in  "the  thirteenth  year  of  his  majesty's 
reign"  Isaac  Fitts  of  "Almsbury,"  Mass.,  deeded  land  in 
Hopkinton,  N.  H,,  to  Jonathan  Quinby  of  "Almsbury," 
70  pounds,  10  shillings. 

Nov.  3,  1781,  Edward  Stevens,  of  "Brintwood," 
deeded  land  in  Hopkinton  to  Jonathan  Quinby,  39 
pounds.  Nov.  7,  1792,  Jonathan  Quinby,  Isaac  Quinby, 
Ruth  Quinby,  Lucy  Quinby  (father,  son  and  wives),  sold 
land  in  Deering,  being  part  of  the  land  laid  out  by  the 
proprietors  of  Bow,  234  pounds. 

Feb.  20,  1811,  Lucy  Quinby  and  Isaac  Quinby,  of 
Deering,  sold  land  in  Hopkinton — formerly  owned  by 
Stephen  Sargent,  deceased,  60  dollars. 

Sept.  5,  181 1,  the  same  parties  sold  land  in  Hopkin- 
ton, formerly  owned  by  Stephen  Sargent,  late  of  Hopkin- 
ton, deceased.  Cheshire  County  records.  [Sullivan  Co. 
was  set  off  from  Cheshire  in  1827.] 

Benjamin  Huntoon,  Jr.,  of  Unity  to  Isaac  Quinby  of 
Deering  June  28,  1811,  $800.  A  lease  for  999  years.  A 
tract  of  land  lying  in  Unity  and  being  in  the  first  range  of 
100  acres  lots,  number  26,  100  acres  except  half  an  acre  at 
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the  southeast  corner  of  said  lot.  Said  lot  originally  drawn 
for  a  school  lot.  Also  part  of  lot  No.  25,  in  the  first  range 
of  100  acre  lots,  150  acres  more  or  less  and  originally 
drawn  for  a  minister  lot. 

Isaacs  died  in  Unity  in  1813.  By  petition  of  his 
widow,  Lucy  Quimby,  a  brother,  Benjamin  Quimby,  of 
Deering,  was  appointed  administrator  Sept.  15,  2813.  An 
inventory  of  his  property  was  filed  Nov.  29,  1813,  showing 
real  estate  valued  at  $525  and  personal  property  at  $354.30. 
June  20,  1816,  the  "widow's  third"  was  set  off,  upon  her 
petition.  Jan.  16,  1817,  the  administrator  rendered  his 
accounts,  showing  payments  of  $1,056.17,  and  receipts 
from  real  estate  and  personal  property  of  $730.27,  leaving 
$325.90  due  the  administrator. 

Deeds  are  on  record  as  follows  :  Benjamin  Quinby, 
admr.,  to  Jacob  Chase,  Sept.  2,  1S16,  $188,  40  acres. 
Benjamin  Quinby,  adm.  to  Stephen  Quinby,  Sept.  2,  1816,

range.  Benj.  Quinby,  admr.,  to  Stephen  Quinby,  June  3, 
1820,  $63,  37  acres.  The  reversion  of  the  widow's  dower 
excepted  during  her  natural  life. 

Stephen  Quinby  to  James  Cunningham,  Jan.  8,  1817, 
$250,  47  acres,  "being  a  part  of  lots  No.  25  and  26  in  the 
first  range  of  lots."  This  joins  a  lot  set  off  to  Lucy 
Quinby  in  estate  of  Isaac  Quinby  deceased.
